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BUILD TH E HIGH SCHOOL. 


Build the High school! 
The people want it; the situation demands it. It is the judgment of the 


best people in this city that it presents the most crying need of the 


year. 
In order that it may be built without a jump in taxes, we suggest 
that other contemplated expenditures be postponed. W e need not do so 
much street work; we can defer the filtering plant. W e can devote the 
money these things would require to the high school, and thus meet the 
entire expense of that institution without distress. 
Understand, to postpone other improvements which all recognize are 
judicious does not mean that they are to be abandoned. The people of 
this city will never consent to a cessation of the aggressive and intelligent 
policy of city improvements that has been so ably administered. We want 
all these things, but our pocketbook won’t stand them all at once. Logic 
insists that we take up the most insistent demand first. The consensus of 
public opinion is that the high school is more urgently needed than any 
other improvement. The men who have been charged with the educational 
affairs of La Crosse and who are therefore in <a position to know intimate­ 
ly the wants of that department have convincingly demonstrated the need 
of this building. The writer personally knows that it was needed ten years 
ago, and all the patching in the world could not relieve the want. 
There was for a time a sentiment among officials that if the cost of 
construction could be held down to $100,000 it could be borne without 
interfering with water and street improvements, but the 
school 
board 
now admits that it will cost about $173,000, which absorbs about all the 
money the city can afford to expend during 1905. 


Careful investigation into the matter leads the Tribune to the conclu­ 


sion that it is the sentiment of the city administration that the building of 


the high school is the most important matter before the public #and that 


it is a sufficient burden for the time. There has been much discussion of 


this point, and discussion has had good results. The Tribune warmly en­ 


dorses the plan to push this work and commends to the council and the 


board of education this most important public effort undertaken since the 


first sweeping paving project was launched. Let us realize the weights of 


the obligation, and do the work well. And when it is done, let us all put 


shoulder to wheel to push through the other important things that must 
of necessity wait upon the high school.

Go into 
the country and see the family of 
rosy cheeked girls and boys that drink 
the water that comes 
bubbling 
up 
from the spring in the hillside. They 
have been drinking pure, drinking wa­ 
ter. 
Take a drop of that water a^d 
subject it to the magnifying power 
of the microscope and you 
see it 
teeming with bacteria, with microbes 
that are 
wiggling 
and 
wriggling 
about in fantastic confusion. 
If you 
distill this water or by any other pro­ 
cess deprive it of these living organ­ 
isms and these boys and girls con­
